THE SITUATION AT NEW 
MADRID, 


All quiet in Cairo, and nothing new from 


Oa Tuceday, owing to the continual annoy- 
ance from the rebel gua-boats, he removed 
his camp to a spot some two miles or more 
distant, where be has since remained.

The revised Army Register of September, 
1861, showed a complete revolution in our lit- 
tle force of regulare, but the Register that 
shall next be publiched (when the Senate has 
coufirmed the appointinenits made by the 
President,) will be still more radical. Oar 
regular army ls now essentially a new thing. 
Colonels and other senior officers have either 
been set acide or appointed Brigadiers ; Cap. 
tains and Licutenants are by the score Colo- 
nels of volunteer regiments or Brigadier Gen- 
erals. The old army has gone out. We wel- 
come the new. In our late “ piping times of 
peace’’ the dignity of shoulder-straps was as 
well served in dreseing-gown and slippers as 
on horseback. He, therefore, who became a 
csptain at 40 and a colonel at 60, must have 
had friends in the Department. Inu the new 
make-up of the regular army there are but 
few officers, of any grade, older than 40, and 
a large majority are not yet turned 30. Pro- 
motions and appointments being now made 
for “ distinguished bravery in the field,” the 
regular corps is rapidly assuming the interest 
that attaches to Napoleon's Old Guard, and is 
drawing to it the chosen spirite of the war. It 
is commendable in Mr. Lincoln and his Sec- 
retary of War, that they have thus determined 
to stimulate ambition by holdiag out such in- 
stant rewards. While enlistments to the reg- 
ular service are checked by the greater rush 
to the volunteers, the frame-work is being 
meade of a noble army that shall succeed the 
present war and be the reliance of the Govern- 
We shall hardly get along in 
this generation with a regular army smaller 
than 50,000 men ; and even that number will be 
but too limited for the multitude who, haviog 
got a taste of service, will prefer to remain ia 
it. When it shall become necessary, there- 
fore, to substitute the regular army for the 
yolunteers, our Goverament will have a force 
than which, for equal numbers, wo European 
power can chow a better.

Letter from a Friendly Englishman, 
March 2, 1961 


Editors Chicago Tribune; 


In the name ofa very large class of Eng- 
lishmen whoee existence you seem to ignore, 
the class which wishes as well to the United 
States of America as you do yourself, I protest 
against your article about England ia your 
number of February 27th. You say that Eng- 
land is crowding you meanly to the wall in 
your moment of trial and difficulty: that she is 
taking advantage of your internal convalsions 
to deny courtesies to Federal ships of war, and 
to catend them to rebel ships of war, which 
would never have charterized her policy in the 
palmy days of the Great Republic. 

I think so bighly of the intelligence of 
Amercans, and, not least among them, of the 
sagacity of Chicago, that I venture to offer 
these remarks for your consideration.
